Quincy, Mass. 
Only the 
Pennsvl- 


vania, building at 
Newport News, 


and the still nameless 
battleship, 


No. 39, the keel of which was laid 
last week at the New York 
Navj 


yard, will outstrip the Oklahoma in 
tonnaige, displacement, length or the 
power of her great guns. 


The length of the new giant sea 


.fighter is 583 feet and the displace- 
ment will be 27,500 tons, or 
500 


tons greater than the largest Ameri- 
can fighting ship now 
afloat. 
In 


both armament and armor the Okla- 
homa will be far ahead of present 
American 
ships. 
Her 
principal 


weapons will be ten 14-inch 
guns, 


capable of firing a shell 
weighing 


1400 
pounds. 
A feature of the ar- 


mament will be the placing of three 
of these great guns in one 
turret 


One of the three-gun turrets will be 
on the forecastle deck along with a 
turret of two big 
guns.

two gun turret will be on the quar- 
ter deck and astern of this will be 
another turret with the 
remaining 


three-14-inch guns.

Traced to Its Hiding-Places 


(From the East Liverpool Review.) 


The new system of appointive as- 


sessors has already demonstrated its 
utility in the matter of tracing to its 
hiding-places the intangible wealth 
of the people of Ohio. Figures com- 
piled by the Ohio tax commission 
from reports made by district asses- 
sors in sixty-nine counties show the 
average rate of increase on personal 
property returns thus far is 32 per 
cent. 


The fundamental weakness of the 


] city returns that have reported is 


38..">; in rural districts 21..1 per cent. 
The average increase on personal 
property returns for 1914 will run 
much over 32 per cent. 


The question, therefore, arises: 


What class of people are they who 
are finding fault with the new sys- 
tem of levying taxes'' It must be the 
professional taxdodgers. because it is 
forcing them to bear a part ot thf 
burden which the poor man has been 
carrying all these years, every cent 
of the poor man's earthly possessions 
being open to public inspection. He

listing 
personal could not conceal it if he would, be- 


cause it is invested in the little cot- 
tage which shelters him and his.' 


It might be well to ask those who 


are trying to stir up such a noise 
against the taxing system what they 
are going to give us as a substitute.

asm for God. reli- 
gion aud the Bible, 
chose for his text 
today, "Thus it 


shall be in the coming [ Parousia— 
presence] of the Son of Man; they shall 
be eating, drinking, planting and mar- 
rying, and know not." (Matthew 24:37. 
38.) He said In part: 


I was prompted in the selection of 


my text for today by reading an ex- 
tract from the sermon of a Canadian 
minister delivered recently. In it he 
declared that 1914 would witness the 
Second Coming of Christ, etc. His 
statement allowed the inference tliat 
he holds the view common to nearly 
all the creeds; namely, that the earth 
Is to be burned up and the human race 
blotted out; and that. Incidentally. 
Christ will come a second time, to see 
tnat none of the Church are included 
In the destruction. 


Mistake* of Dark Age* Being Cor- 


rected. 


To my understanding, all such ex- 


pectations are wholly unscriptural, un- 
true, misleading, and hindrances to a 
light understanding of the Bible. They 
belong to the Dark Ages, when public 
teachers seemed to lose all apprecia- 
tion of poetic language, figurative lan- 
guage, mental Imagery. They belong 
to the time when Christ's references to 
Gehenna Fire, which burned outside 
the wall of Jerusalem, were under- 
stood to mean an eternity of torture 
for all except the saintly few. They 
belong to the time when Jesus' words 
inspecting the cutting off of the right 
hand .and the plucking out of a right 
eye were misunderstood, and taken lit- 
erally. 


St. Peter's words are generally urged ( 
to be the foundation for the theory . 
that the world will be destroyed by 
literal fire at the Second Coming of ! 
Christ when the heavens shall be on • 
fire, and the earth also and the things 
therein shall be burned up (2 Peter J 
3:10). A literal Interpretation here | 
overlooks the fact that St. Peter, speak- 
ing of the very same time, in Acts 


»:iy-'Jl. dwlaivs that Times of Restltu 
tlou ami Messing-not times of world 
burning-will follow the Second Coui- 
Iritf of J«»su«. 
It also overlooks the 


fact that St. 1'eter and the other Apo» 
ties, as well as (he Master, frequently 
used the word fire in a symbolic sense, 
to represent tribulatiou. Thus St. Pe- 
ter, 
addre^inic the 
Church, says, 


"Think it not s trance concerning the 
fiery trial thnt shall try you." 


St. Pau> says thnt the fire of thtt 


Day shall try the work of every man 
I the Church J. of what sort it is. Those 
who have built with pold. stiver, pre- 
f-ions stones Ithe promises of God's 
Word], shall be fire-proof in thnt Day; 
while those who have built ^ith the 
wood, hay and sUibble of buuiaii tra- 
dition—Higher Criticism. Human Evo- 
lution, etc.—will find their faith struc- 
ture amenable to the tire: and they 
will suffer the loss of faith and have 
tribulations accordingly. 
Yet, the 


Apostle explains, such will themselves 
be saved, but these very fiery trials 
win 
destroy 
their 
misconceptions. 


They will be saved because, in spite 
of their errors, they built their faith 
upon Christ—1 Corinthians 3:11-15. 


The Apostle, however, urged that nil 


stiould build with golo. silver and pre- 
cious stones — characteristics which 
tvould enable them to pass through 
:he fire of that Day unscathed—"mon- 
thnn conquerors." Similarly, Jesus re- 
ferred to a testing of faith, by the fig- 
ure of a flood, telling that those who 
built upon the sand would suffer loss, 
but that those who built upou the 
Rock would be safe. All these Scrip- 
tures, however, these references to 
fiery trials, etc.. belong to the end of 
the Age—not tbe end of the world. 


"Tho Earth Abideth Forever." 


The Bible teaches thac in God's great 


Plnu He has provided various epochs, 
or ages, each for the accomplishment 
of its own special work; as for in- 
stance, the Jewish Age with its work, 
»nd the Gospel Age with, its work, to 
be followed by the Millennial Age and 
its still different work. The Bible de- 
clares that "the earth abidetb forever" 
(Ecclesiastes 1:4): that "God created it 
not in vnin: He formed it to be inhab- 
ited." (Isaiah 45:18.) 
The earth has 


never yet been inhabited. There are 
immense tracts of country still unoc- 
cupied. Tbe Divine Plan for the earth 
nas not yet reached consummation. It 
will require the thousand years of Mes- 
siah's glorious Kingdom Power to 
bring the world out of present sin and 
death conditions, and into tbe glorion* 
conditions of Millennial blessings and 
Restitution, of which the Scriptures so 
frequently speak, and which St. Pe- 
ter declares God has spoken by the 
mouth of all His holy Prophets. 


So then, the basis for thinking of the 


end of the world, now or ever, is pure- 
ly a misunderstanding, due largely to 
tfae fact that our English translation 
uses the. word world where it would 
more properly have used the word Age. 
Epoch, or order of Things. In a word, 
the present order of things, of which 
the Scriptures declare Satan is tbe 
prince, or ruler, is not to be perpetual: 
it is to pass away. A new order of 
things, under the control of Messiah, 
the Prince of Light, is to take tbe place 
of the present reign of the Prince of 
Darkness. 
A reign of righteousness

Christ's Second Coming 


The Bible everywhere represents 


that Chrls-i left a Heavenly story wheu 
lie en me to eurtli nearly nineteen ecu- 
turle« UKO. "The I/<>jr«s VMS made 
fleisli and dwelt amonK us." The Bible 
explains that the neeesslty for this 
humiliation, this leaving tbe glory and 
biking a botidiuan'g form, lay in tbe

merely appeared to theiu for a special 
purpose? 
St Paul dec-lures that be 


taw tbe Lord last, and not as a man. 
but as a spirit being, whose brightness 
was above that of the sun; and it in- 
ured his eyesight; for our Lord was 
not veiled in .the flesh, as when He 
appeared to the disciples during the 
forty days. 


The Christ who is to come a second 


time, then, is not tbe Jesus of the 
flesh, but the glorified Jesus, who in 
nature and glory is far abore the an- 
gels—of the Divine nature. 
"This Same Je*u«—Shall Come Again." 


When Jesus ascended, two angels ap- 


peared to the disciples, saying. "This 
same Jesus, whom ye have seen go into 
leaven, shall so come again in like 
manner as ye have seen Him go." In 
he past many of us hare misunder- 
stood this statement—not scrutinizing 
t carefully enough. Assuredly it would 
be the same Jesus'that would come 
gain—the same:One/JvIu> died for us, 
the same One who lift the glory for 
us before He was horn, tbe Babe of 
Bethlehem. In all Hte changes He re- 
mains the same personality, as He de- 
clared: "I am He that is, and was, and 
s to come." Tbe angels did not say, 
lowever. He will come again in tbe 
lesh, or materialized, as you hare seen 
Urn go away. Their message related 
to the manner of His going and the 
manner of His coming: 
What was ' 


there special about the manner of His 
going away that would correspond to 
he manner of His coming again"; 
Many things! He went away quietly, 
secretly, unknown to tbe world, un- 
known to any except His disciples. In 
ike manner has been Hte • Parousia— 
silently, quietly, unknown to the world, 
not known to any except His disciples. 
Surely, if we are right la saying that 
His Parousia began in 1874, tbe man- 
ner would correspond with tbe manner 
of His going. He did not come witb 
glorious hosts, blaring trumpets, etc.. 
nit'as a "thief in the night" If we 
iave the correct date and chronology, 
Gentile Times will end thU year— 
1914. 


What of it? We do not sorely know. 


Our expectation is that the active rule 
of Messiah will begla about the time 
of the ending of the tease of power to 
be Gentiles. Our expectation, true or 
'alse. is that there will be wonderful 
manifestations of Divine Judgments 
against ell unrighteousness, and that 
bis will mean the breaking up of many 
nstitntions of the present time, if not 
ill. Some Scripnnes seem to indicate 
that tbis will mean world-wide an- 
archy, not all beginning at the same 
moment, nor ending at tbe same time, 
but beginning and gradually spreading 
he world around. The farther intiiim- 
lon is tbat this trouble will eventually 
trove n blessing t<> humanity, meltlnz

LOST IN EIVER

New York, March 23.—Colonel 


Theodore 
Roosevelt's

awaiting 


further advices today regarding the 
accident by which his party lost its 
entire equipment in the rapids of a 
Brazilian river. 
While no concern, 


it was stated, was felt for the safety 
of the former president, it was de- 
sirable to learn just how and where 
the accident occurred, whether or not 
the expedition would be abandoned, 
especially as the party was not far 
from a base where new equipment 
could be acquired . 


The news of the mishap came in 


a brief message from Anthony Fiala, 
a member of the party.
